cities, notably Perpignan and Rhiems, 
where the Catholics and free thinkers 
came into collision, necessitating in­ 
terference by tile police, who quic k ly 
dispersed the crowds. 
Several of the 
demonstrators were Injured. 
Bishop 
De Briy, while receiving official notice 
to leave the bishopric of Meaux, suf­ 
fered a violent nervous shock and fell 
unconscious. 
Later, however, 
he re­ 
covered. 


Portland, Ore., Doc. 17.- The Port­ 
land Light and Power company, run­

cars with double

SATISFIED 
WITH 
SITUATION 


ECLARES H IM S E L F C O NVINCED 


OF T H E SUCCESS OF T H E 


S T U P E N D O U S TASK. 


Washington, Dec. 17.—'rho president 
oday sent to congress the following 
pedal m essage on the P an am a canal: 
f o the Senate and House of R epre­ 
sentatives: 
In the month of November I visited 
he isthmus of Panama, going over 
lie canal zone with considerable care; 
m d also visited the cities of P a n a m a 
md Colon, which are not in the zone 
>r under the United States flag, but 
a to which the United States govern- 
nent, through 
its agents, exercises 
ontrol for certain sanitary purposes, 
was three days ashore—not a sulli- 
ient length of time to allow of an 
xhaustive investigation of the minu- 
iae of the work of any single d ep art­ 
ment, still less to pass judgm ent on 
he engineering problems, but enough 
o enable me to get a clear idea of the 
about features of the great work and 
>f the progress thut has been m ade 
as regards the sanitation of the zone, 
'd o n and P an am a, tile coring for and 
housing of the employes and tile actual 
digging of tho canal. 
The zone Is a 
narrow strip of land and it can ho in­ 
serted much us one can Inspect fifty 
or sixty miles of a great railroad at 
the point w here it runs through m o un ­ 
tains or overcomes other natural ob­ 
stacles. 
Tile president then details the pro- 
ram m e ho carried out during his stay 
a the canal zone. 
lie says it rained 
nlniost continually during that time 
.ad that 
conditions were at 
their 
worst 
when 
Inspected. 
Continuing, 
lie says: 
At tile outset i wish to pay a tribute 
to i he a m ount of work done by tho 
French 
Canal 
company under very 
did cult circumstances. 
Many of the 
buildings they put up were excellent 
told are still in use, though, naturally, 
the houses tire now getting out of re­ 
pair and are being used as dwellings 
only until other bouses can be built, 
aud m uch of the work they did in the 
Culebra cut. * and some of the work 
they did in digging, has been of direct 
and real benefit. 
This country lias 
never m ade a better investment than 
the I IU,(Jeu,OOO which it paid to the 
French company for work and b e tte r­ 
ments, including especially tile Pan- 
.ma railroad. 


Preliminary Work Being Done. 


The wisdom of the canal manage- 
nent has been shown in nothing more 
Clearly than in the way in which the 
foundations of tile work have been 
laid. 
To have yielded to the natural 
impatience of ill informed outsiders 
and begun all kinds of experim ents iii 
work prior to a thorough sanitation of 
Die isthmus, and to a h illy satisfac­ 
tory working out of I ie probh in of 
getting end keeping 
sufficient labor 
supply, would have been disastrous. 
T h e various preliminary measures had 
to tie token first; and these could not 
lie taken so as to allow us to begin 
tile real work of construction prior to 
Jan. I of tile present year. 
It th e n be­ 
cam e necessary to have the type of 
the canal decided and the only delay 
has been the necessary delay until the 
29th day of June, the date when the 
congress definitely and wisely settled 
that we should have an 86-foot level 
canal, 
imm ediately 
after 
th a t 
the 
work began in hard earnest and has 
been continued with increasing vigor 
ever since; and it will continue so to 
progress in the future. 
W h e n tile con­ 
tracts are let the conditions will be 
such as to Insure a constantly increas­ 
ing a m o u n t of performance. 


Successful Sanitation. 


The first great problem to bo solved, 
upon the solution of which the success 
of the rest of the work depended, was 
the problem of sanitation. 
This was 
from the outset under the direction 
of Dr. W. C. Gorgas, who is to be m ade 
a full m e m b e r of the commission. 
It 
m u s t be rem em bered th at Ills work 
was not m ere sanitation, as the te rm 
is understood in our ordinary m u nic­ 
ipal work. 
Throughout the zone and 
In the two cities of P a n a m a and Colon, 
in addition 
to 
the sanitation work 
proper, he h a s had to do all th e work 
that the m arine hospital service does 
os regards the nation, that the health 
d e p a r tm e n t officers do in the various 
states 
and cities and 
th at Colonel 
W aring did in New York when he 
cleaned Its streets. 
The results have 
been astounding. 
The Isthmus 
had 
been a byword for deadly unhealthful- 
fiess. 
New, after two years of our 
occupation, the conditions as regards 
sickness and the death rate compare 
favorably with reasonably healthy lo­ 
calities In the United States. 
E sp e ­ 
cial care has been devoted to m inimiz­ 
ing the risk due to the presence of 
those 
species of 
mosquitoes which 
have been found to propagate malarial 
and yellow fevers. Equal care is taken 
by the Inspectors of the health d e p a rt­ 
ment 
to secure 
cleanliness in 
the 
houses and proper hygienic conditions 
of every kind. 
I inspected between 
twenty and thirty water closets, both 
thbse used by the white employes and 


those used by the colored laborers. In 
Almost every case I found the condi­ 
tions perfect. 
I Inspected the large hospitals lit 
Ancon and Colon, which are excellent 
examples of what troj leal hospitals 
should be. 
I aJ; o In sp ect d the re­ 
ceiving 
hospitals 
in various s e l e ­ 
ments. 
I went through a num ber cf 
the wards in which the colored mon 
are 
treated, a n um ber of 
those 
in 
which the white 
men are 
treated— 
Americans and Spaniards. Poth white 
men and black men are treated exact­ 
ly alike and their treatm ent is as good 
as that which could bo obtained in 
our first clasTs hospitals at home. 
All 
the patients that I saw, with one or 
two exceptions, were laborers or other 
employes on tho canal works and rail­ 
ways, most of them being colored men 
of the ordinary laborer stamp. 
Not 
only are the m en carefully cared for 
whenever they apply for care, but so 
far a ? practicable a watch is kept to 
see that if t hoy need it they are sent 
to the hospitals, w hether they desire 
to go or not. 
From no responsible 
source did any complaint come to me 
as to tho m a n ag em en t of tile hospital 
service, although occasionally a very 
ig norant West India negro when he Is 
first brought Into the hospital becomes 
frightened 
by the ordinary 
hospital 
routine. 


Health Showing Remarkable. 


Ju st at present the health showing 
on the isthmus is rem arkably good— 
so much beth r than in most sections 
of the United States th a t I do not be­ 
lieve th a t it can possibly continue at 
quite its present average, 
Tims, early 
iii the present year a band of several 
hundred Spaniards were brought to 
th e isthmus as laborers and additions 
to their num ber have been made from 
time to time; yet since their arrival in 
February last but one of those S p a n ­ 
iards thus brought over to work on 
the canal has died of disease, and ho 
of typhoid fever. 
Two others were 
killed, one in a railroad accident and 
one by a dynam ite explosion. 
There 
h as been for the last six months a 
well nigh steady decline in the death 
rate for the population of the zone, 
this being largely due to the decrease 
in deaths from pneumonia, which lias 
been the most fatal disease on tile 
isthmus. In October there were ninety- 
nine deaths of every kind among tho 
employes of the isthmus. 
T here were 
then on the rolls 5,600 whites, seveu- 
eights of them being Americans. 
Of 
these whites but two died of disease 
and as it happened neither man was 
an American. Of the 6,000 white Am er­ 
icans, including som e 1,200 women and 
children, not a single death has oc­ 
curred 
in 
tho 
past 
th re e 
months, 
whereas 
in an average city in 
the 
United States the num ber of deaths 
for a similar num ber of people in th at 
tim 
could have 
been about thirty 
from ck 
me. 
This v e y rem arkable 
showing can not of course p erm a n e n t­ 
ly obtain, but it certainly goes to prove 
that if good care is taken the isthmus 
is not a particularly unhealthy place. 
In October of the 19,000 negroes on the 
roll eighty-six died from disease, pneu­ 
monia being the most destructive dis­ 
ease and malarial fever coining sec­ 
ond. 
The difficulty of 
exercising 
a 
thorough supervision over the colored 
laborers is of course greater than is 
the ease am ong the whites and they 
are also less competent to take' care 
of themselves, which accounts for tile 
fact th a t their death rate is so much 
higher than that of the whites, in spite 
of the fact that they have been used 
to similar climatic conditions. 
Even 
among the colored employes it will be 
seen that the death rate is not high. 


Diminution of Mosquitoes. 


In P a n a m a and Colon the death rate 
has also been greatly reduced, this be­ 
ing directly due to the vigorous work , 
of the special brigade of employes who 
have been inspecting houses where the 
stegomyia mosquito is to be found and 
destroying 
its 
larvae and 
breeding 
places and doing similar work in ex­ 
term inating the malarial mosquitoes— 
in short, in performing all kinds of 
hygienic labor. 
A little over a year 
ago all kinds of mosquitoes, including 
tile two fatal species, were numerous 
about the Culebra cut. 
In this cut 
during last 
October every room of 
• very house was carefully examined 
and only two mosquitoes, neither of 
them of tile two fatal species, were 
found. 
Unfaltering energy iii inspec­ 
tion and in disinfecting and in tho 
work of draining and of clearing brush 
are responsible for the change. 
I ap­ 
pend Dr. G orgas’ report on the health 
conditions; also a letter from Surgeon 
General Rixey to 
Dr. Gorgas. 
T he 
surgeon general reported to me th a t 
the hygienic conditions on the isth­ 
mus were about as good as. for in­ 
stance, those in the Norfolk navy yard. 
The sanitation work in the cities of 
P a n a m a and Colon has been just as 
Important as In the zone itself and iii 
many respects much more 
difficult; 
because it was necessary to deal with 
the already existing population, which 
naturally had 
scant 
sympathy with 
revolutionary changes, the value of 
which they were for a long time lr : 
able 
to 
perceive. 
Yet 
astonishing 
progress has been made in lxith cities. 
In P a n a m a 90 per cent of tho streets 
that are to be paved at all are already 
paved with an excellent brick p av e­ 
m ent laid in heavy concrete, a few of 
the streets being still in process of 
paving. T he sewer and water services 
In the city are of the most modern 
hygienic type, some of the service h a v ­ 
ing just been completed. 


Colon Water Supply. 


It was not 
practicable, with 
the 
force at the com mission’s disposal and 
In view of the need that the force 
should be used in the larger town of 
Panama, to begin this work before 
early last winter. 
W a te r mains were 
then laid in the town and water w*as 
furnished to the people early in March 
ftom a 
tem porary 
reservoir. 
This 
reservoir proved to he of Insufficient 
capacity before the end of the dry 


season and the shortage was m ade up 
by hauling water over the P a n a m a 
railroad, so that there was at all times 
an ample supply of the very best 
water. 
Since that time the m*w res­ 
ervoir back of Mount Hope has been 
practically completed. 
I visited this 
reservoir. 
It is a lake over a mile 
long and half a mile broad. 
It now 
carries rome 
500,(Mio,POO 
gallons of 
first class water. 
I forward herewith 
a photograph of this lake, together 
with 
certain 
other 
photographs of 
w hat I saw while I was on tho Isth­ 
mus. 
Nothing but a cataclysm will 
hereafter render it necessary in the 
dry season to haul w ater for Hie use 
of Colon and Cristobal. 
One of the most am using (as well 
as dishonest) attacks m a d e upon tho 
commission was 
In connection with 
this reservoir. 
The writer in question 
usually confined himself to vague gen­ 
eral m endacity; but In this case he 
specifically stated that there was no 
water In the vicinity fit for a reser­ 
voir (I drank It and it was excellent) 
and 
th a t 
this 
particular 
reservoir 
would never hold w ater anyway. 


Unjust Criticism. 


Care and forethought have been ex­ 
ercised by the commission and nothing 
has reflected more credit upon them 
th a n their refusal either to go ahead 
too fast or to be deterred by the fear 
of criticism from not going ahead fast 
enough. 
It is curious to note the fact 
th a t m any of the most severe critics 
of the commission criticise them for 
precisely opposite reasons, some com­ 
plaining bitterly that the work is not 
iii a more advanced condition, while 
tile others complain that it has been 
rushed with such haste flint there has 
peen insufficient preparation for the 
hygiene and comfort of the employes. 
As a m a tte r of fact neither criticism 
is just. 
It would have been impossible 
to go quicker than tin commission has 
gone, for such quickness would have 
m e a nt 
Insufficient 
preparation. 
On 
tin' other hand, to refuse to do any­ 
thing until every possible future con­ 
tingency had been met would have 
caused wholly unw arranted delay. The 
right course to follow’ was exactly the 
course which has been followed. 
E v ­ 
ery reasonable preparation was made 
In advance, the hygienic conditions in 
especial being made as nearly perfect 
as possible; while on the other hand 
th ere has been no timid refusal to 
push forward the work because of in­ 
ability 
to anticipate every possible 
emergency, for, of course, m any de­ 
fects can only lie shown by the work­ 
ing of tho system in actual practice. 


Care of Employes. 


Next in Importance to the problem 
of sanitation, and indeed now of equal 
importance, is the problem of secur­ 
ing and caring for tile mechanics, la­ 
borers and other employes who actu­ 
ally do the work on the canal and the 
railroad. 
This great task has been 
under 
the control 
of 
Mr. Jackson 
Smith and on the whole has been well 
done. 
At 
present 
there are 
some 
6,OOO white employes and som e 19,000 
colored employes on the Isthmus. 
I 
went over tile different places where 
the different kinds of employes were 
working; 
I think I saw representa 
tire s of every type both at their work 
and in their homes; and I conversed 
with probably a couple of hundred of 
them all told, choosing them at ra n ­ 
dom from every class and including 
those who came especially to present 
ca I tain grievances. 
I found th a t those 
who did not come specifically to pre­ 
sent grievances almost invariably ex­ 
pressed far greater content and satis 
faction with the conditions than did 
those who called to m ake complaint. 
Nearly 5,000 of Hie white employes 
had come from the United States. No 
man can see these young, vigorous 
m en 
energetically doing 
their duty 
without a thrill of pride in them as 
Americans. 
They re p re se n t 
on the 
average a high class. 
Doubtless to 
congress the wages paid them will 
seem high, but as a m a tte r of fact the 
only general complaint which I found 
had any real basis am o n g tile com­ 
plaints m ade to me upon the isthmus 
was that, owing to Hie peculiar sur­ 
roundings, tile cost of living and the 
distance from home, tile wages were 
really not as high as they should be. 
In fact, almost every m an I spoke to 
felt that 
lie ought 
to be receiving 
more money—a view, however, which 
the average man who stays at homo 
in the United States probably likewise 
holds as regards himself. 
I append 
figures of Hie wages paid, so that the 
congress can judge the m a tte r for it­ 
self. 
I>ater I shall confer on the sub­ 
ject with certain representative labor 
men here In the United States, as well 
as going over with Mr. Stevens the 
com parative wages paid on the zone 
and at home; and I may then com­ 
municate my findings 
to 
the canal 
com m ittees of the two houses. 
T h e white Americans are employed, 
some of them iii office work, but tho 
majority in handling the great steam 
shovels, as engineers and conductors 
on the dirt trains, a.s machinists In 
Hie great repair shops, as carpenters 
and timekeepers, superintendents and 
fort men of divisions and of gangs and 
so on and po on. 
Many of them have 
brought dow’n their wives and fam­ 
ilies; and the children when not in 
school a re running about and behav­ 
ing precisely as the American small 
boy and girl behave at home. 
The 
bachelors among the employes live, 
remet lmes in small sep arate houses, 
loinetimes In large houses; quarters 
Hieing furnished free to all the men, 
m arried and unm arried. 
The housewives purchase their sup­ 
plies directly, or th rough their hus­ 
bands, from th e com m issary stores of 
the commission.

It ha i not proved possible, 
however, to get them in a nything like 
the num bers needed for the work, and 
from present appearances we shall In 
the main have to rely, for the ordinary 
unskilled work, partly upon th e col­ 
ons! laborers from the W e st Indies, 
partly upon Chinese labor. It certainly 
ought to be nance:1 sary to point out 
that the American workingm an in the 
United States has no concern what­ 
ever in tile question as to w h e th e r the 
rough work on the isthmus, which is 
perform ed by aliens iii any event, is 
done by aliens from one country with 
a black skin or by aliens from a n ­ 
other country with a yellow skin. Our 
business is to dig the canal as effi­ 
ciently and as quickly as possible; 
provided always that nothing is done 
th a t is inhum ane to any laborers, and 
nothing that interferes with the wage's 
or lowers the standard of living of our 
own workmen. 
Having in view this 
principle, I have arranged to try sev­ 
eral thousand Chinese laborers. 
This 
is desirable both because we m u st try 
to find out what laborers are most 
efficient, and, furthermore, because we 
should 
not 
leave ourselves at 
the 
m ercy of any one type of foreign la­ 
bor. 
At present tho great bulk of tho 
unskilled labor on the isthm us Is done 
by W est Indian negroes, chiefly from 
Jamaica, Barbados and the other E n g ­ 
lish possessions. 
One of th e govern­ 
ors of the lands in question h a s shown 
an unfriendly disposition to our work 
and has thrown obstacles in the way 
of our getting the labor needed; and It 
is highly undesirable to give any out­ 
siders 
tin' 
Impression, 
however 
ill 
founded, that they are indispensable 
and can dictate term s to us. 
T he West India laborers are fairly, 
but only fairly, satisfactory. 
Some of 
the men do very well indeed; the bet­ 
ter class, who are to be found as fore­ 
men, as skilled mechanics, as police­ 
men, are good men; and m any of the 
ordinary day laborers are also good. 
But 
thousands 
of 
those 
who 
are 
brought over under c o n tract (at our 
expense) go off into the jungle to live, 
or loaf around Colon, or work so badly 
after tin* first three or four days as to 
cause a serious diminution 
of the 
amount of labor performed on Friday 
and Saturday of each week. 
T he negroes generally do their own 
cooking in sheds provided by Hie gov­ 
ernm ent, but I believe that ultimately 
the governm ent itself must feed them. 


Work of Construction. 


I have now dealt with Hie hygienic 
conditions which m ake it possible to 
employ a great force of laborers, and 
with the task of gathering, housing 
and feeding these laborers. 
T h ere re­ 
mains to consider the actual work 
which has to be done; t lie work be­ 
cause of which these laborers are gath­ 
ered together—the work of construct­ 
ing (he canal. 
This is under Hie di­ 
rect control of the chief engineer, Mr. 
Stevens, who has already shown ad 
mirable results, and 
whom we can 
safely tru st to achieve similar results 
in the future. 
The work is now going on with a 
vigor and efficiency pleasant to wit­ 
ness. 
The three big problems of the 
canal are the La Boca dams, the Gatuu 
dam aud the Culebra cut. 
The Cule­ 
bra cut m u st be made, anyhow; but of 
course changes as to the dams, or at 
least to the locks adjacent to the dams, 
may still occur. 
The I .a Boca dams 
offer no problem, the bottom material 
being so good that th e re is a practical 
certainty, not merely as to w hat can 
be achieved, but as to the time of 
achievement. 
T he Gat un dam offers 
the most serious problem th at we have 
to solve; and yet the ablest men on 
the Isthmus believe t h a t this problem 
Is certain of solution along the lines 
proposed; although, of course, it ne­ 
cessitates great toil, energy and Intelli­ 
gence, and although equally, of course, 
there will be some little risk In con­ 
nection with the work. T h e risk arises 
from the fact that som e of the m ate­ 
rial near the bottom Is not so good aa 
could be desired. 
If the huge earth 
dam 
now 
contem plated 
is 
thrown 
across from one foothill to the other 
w’e will have what Is practically a low, 
broad, m ountain ridge behind which 
will rise the Inland lake. 
This artifi­ 
cial mountain will probably show less 
seepage, th a t Is, will h ave greater re­ 
straining capacity th a n the average 
natural mountain range. 
The exact lo­ 
cality of the locks at this d a m —as at 
the other d a m s—Is now being deter­ 
mined.

“Shakespeare’s 
Attitude 
Toward the Working Classes.’* Crosby | 
in his essay joins forces with the Rus­ 
sian aud the Englishman to add an 
American flavor to the triple condem­ 
nation </f the most widely admired and 
majestic figure in all literature. 
The vehemence of Tolstoi's bludgeon­ 
ing of Shakespeare at the advanced I 
age of seventy live years recalls the 
fact that th** last celebrated man of 
letters who thus attacked the greatest 
of all drainage poets was Voltaire, 
whose 
extravagant 
admiration 
for 
Shakespeare turned into bitterness in 
his old age. But while Voltaire accept- i 
ed Shakespeare a artistic merit and at­ 
tacked 
His philosophic discrepancies, 
the Russian moralist denies to Shake- I 
speare not only artistic appreciation, 
bu t sincerity and total lack of true re 
ligious consciousness as well. 
Tolstoi in his article expresses Ibis : 
disgust 
aud 
astonishm ent 
over 
Ins | 
m an y fruitless efforts to convince men • 
like Turgenieff. 
Fet, 
the celebrated 
Russian 
poet, 
and 
other 
personal I 
friends that the w irks of Shakespeare I 
a re lilied wiHi ethical and aesthetical 
distortions. Tolstoi then goes on naive­ 
ly to explain Fie phenomenon of tile 
worship bf Shakespeare by his world­ 
wide admirers. To a certain degree I: * 
cites the Dreyfus r a se as having been 
possessed with the sam e qualities of 
publicity th a t created the wide reading 
of Shakespeare. 
“But there is but one explanation of 
this wonderful fame. It is one of those 
epidemic ‘suggestions’ to which men 
constantly have been aud are subject. 
Such ‘suggestion’ a lw ay s existed and 
does exist in the most varied spheres 
of life. As glaring examples, consider­ 
able In scope and deceitful In influence, 
one may cite the mediaeval crusades, 
which afflicted not only adults, but 
even children; also tile Individual ‘sug­ 
gestions,’ startling in their senseless­ 
ness, such as faith in witches, in tile 
utility of torture for tin* discovery of 
truth, the search for the elixir of life, 
th e philosopher’s stone or the passion 
for tulips valued a t several thousand 
guldens a bulb which took hold of Hol­ 
land.” 
T he Russian especially resents Shake­ 
speare’s handling of the working class­ 
es. 
He mocks at the fact that there 
m ust be a king or lordling even on a 
small island In all of Shakespeare's 
works. 
He Insists t h a t Shakespeare’s 
viewpoint of life is of the lowest in 
th a t it regards the external elevation 
of the lords of tho world as a genuine 
distinction and th a t he despises the 
crowd. H e then Insists 111 a t the d ra m ­ 
atist neither grasps th e natural ch ar­ 
acter of the positions of his personages 
nor the language of the persons repre­ 
sented without which no work can be 
artistic. 
Tolstoi’s well kn o w n sociological be­ 
lie! s find expression in the m anner In 
which he attacks Shakespeare for his 
failure to appreciate tile worth of the 
common people. This phase of his a t­ 
tack explains the whole, as it was E r­ 
nest Crosby’s essay on Shakespeare's 
antagonistic attitud e to th** lower class­ 
es that caused Tolstoi to write his own 
condemnation ’of 
Shakespeare 
from 
practically every viewpoint. 
“All Shakespeare’s characters also 
talk alike,” Tolstoi adds. 
“Ile l icks 
absolutely in individuality of language. 
All his characters speak Hat their <> ai, 
but always one an d (be same Shake­ 
spearean, 
pretentious an d mm; t u r d 
language, iii which not only they could 
not speak, Dirt In which no liv ing man 
ever has spoken or docs speak.” 
As Shakespeare has spoiled the char­ 
acters of King' Lear and his dan.',’li­ 
ter, Cordelia, : * bas lie those of Othel­ 
lo, I)esd*>; 10' a. Iago, Hamlet cml oven 
roaring, ribald, swaggering old Jack 
Fa Is faff, if th * Russian critic is to la* 
believed. 
True, la* admits that l'ul- 
staff is hide >*1 quite a natural and 
typical character; but, then, perhaps 
it is the only natural and typical char­ 
acter depicted by Shakespeare. 
Tolstoi dues not admire, do es not 
even like, Shakespeare’s “ Hamlet.” The 
“ Melancholy Dane,” to the Russian’s 
w ry of thinking, Is a literary failure. 
Tolstoi grudgingly adm its that Shake­ 
speare's scenes in the hands of good 
actors are constructed to evoke sy m ­ 
pathy, but qunlith'H th** remark by add­ 
ing that these tricks of the playwright

work upon which most la lier will have 
to be spent. 
The dams will be com­ 
posed of the earth taken out of the 
cut anti very possibly tho building of 
the locks and dam s will take even 
longer than the c a n in g In Culebra 
Itself. 
Main Work at Culebra. 


The main work is now I ing (bine in 
the Culebra cut. 
It was striking and 
imprt ssive to to > the huge steam shov­ 
els in full play, the dumping trains c ar­ 
rying away the rock arid earth they 
dislodged. 
In the rainy season the 
steam shovels can do but lift I * in dirt, 
but they work steadily in rock and iii 
the harder ground. 
There were some 
twenty-five at work during tile time I 
was on the isthmus and their tre m e n ­ 
dous power and efficiency were most 
impressive. 
As soon as the type of canal was de 
elded this work began in good e a rn e st 
T he rainy season will shortly ho over 
and then there will be an immense in­ 
crease iii the amount token out; but 
even during the last three months, in 
tim rainy season, steady progress is 
sho*m by the figures: 
In Angust 210, 
OOO cubic yards, In September 201,000 
cubic yards and in October 325,000 
cubic yards. 
Passing through the cut ! 
the amount of new work can be seen I 
at a glance. 
In one place the entire J 
side of a hill had been taken out re- j 
cently by twenty-seven tons of dyna­ 
mite, which were exploded 
at one 
blast. On the top notch of the Culebra 
cut the prism is now .as wide as it 
will be; all told, the canal bed at this 
point has now been sunk about 200 
feet below w hat it originally was. 
It 
will have to be sunk about ISO feet 
farther. 
Throughout the cut the drill­ 
ing, blasting, shoveling and hauling 
are going on with constantly increas­ 
ing energy, the huge shovels being 
pressed up. as if 1he> were mountain 
howitzers, into tho most unlikely look­ 
ing places, where they eat th. lr way 
into the hillsides. 
Critics and Doubting Thomases. 


It is not only natural, but inevita­ 
ble, that a work aa gigantic as this 
which has been undertaken on the 
isthmus should arouse every species 
of hostility aud criticism. 
The condi­ 
tions are so new and so trying and 
the work so vast that it would be ab ­ 
solutely out. of the question that m is­ 
takes should not be made. 
Checks 
will occur. 
Unforeseen difficult h

arise. 
From tim e to time s 
awingly 
well settled 
plans will 
have to bo 
changed. 
At present 25,000 men are 
engaged on the task. 
After a while 
the num ber will be doubled. 
In such 
a multitude it is inevitable that there 
should be here and there a scoundrel. 
Very many of the poorer class of la­ 
borers lack the mental development to 
protect them selves against either tho 
rascality of o th ers or their own folly 
and it is not possible for hum an wis­ 
dom to devise a plan by which they

protected. 
In a 
place which has been for ages a by­ 
word for unhealthfulness and with so 
large a congregation of strangers sud­ 
denly put down and set to hard work 
there will now and then be outbreaks 
of disease.

Plan to Build by Contract. 


After most careful consideration we 
h ave decided to let oat most of the I 
Work by contract if we can come to | 
satisfactory terms with the contrac- I 
tors. 
The whole work Is of ti kind i 
suited to the peculiar genius of our j 
people; and our people have (level- i 
oped the type of contractor hest fitted I 
to grapple with it. 
It 
is of course 
much bettor to do the work in largo 
p a rt by contract than to do it all by 
th e government, provided it is possible 
on the one hand to secure to the con­ 
tracto r a sufficient remuneration 
to 
m a k e it worth while for responsible 
contractors of the best kind to under­ 
ta k e the work; and provided on tho 
o th e r hand it can be done on te rm s 
which will not give an excessive profit 
to the contractor at tho expense of 
t h e government. 
After much consid­ 
eration the plan already promulgated 
by the secretary of w ar was adopted. 
This plan in its essential features was 
drafted, after careful and thorough 
study and consideration, by the chief 
engineer, Mr. Stevens, who, while In 
t h e employment of Mr. Hill, the p res­ 
id ent of the Great Northern railroad, 
h a d personal experience of this very 
type of contract. 
Mr. Stevens then 
subm itted the plan to the chairman « f 
th e 
commission, 
Mr. 
Shouts, who 
w ent carefully over it with Mr. Rog­ 
ers, the legal adviser of the commis­ 
sion, to see that all legal difficulties 
w ere met. 
lie then submitted copies 
of tile plan to both Secretary T aft 
and myself. 
Secretary Taft submit­ 
ted it to some of the best counsel at 
the New York bar and afterwards I 
wont, over it very carefully with Mr. 
T a ft and Mr. Shouts and we laid bio 
plan in its genet a1 features before 
Mr. Root. 
My conclusion is that it 
combines the m axim um of advantage 
with the minimum of disadvantage. 
U n d er it a premium will be put upon 
th e speedy and economical construc­ 
tion of the canal and a penalty im­ 
posed on delay and waste. 
The plan 
as promulgated is tentative; 
doubt­ 
less it wili have to he changed iii some 
respects before we can come to a sa t­ 
isfactory agree rn i at with responsible 
contractors—-perhaps even after the 
bids 
have 
been 
received; 
and 
of 
course it is possible that we can not 
come to an agreem ent, in which case 
t lit' government will do the work it­ 
self. 
Meanwhile 
the work 
on the 
Isthmus is progressing steadily and 
without any let up. 


A Single Commissioner Desired. 


A seven headed commission is of 
course a clumsy executive instrument. 
W e should have blit one commissioner, 
with such heads of d e p artm en ts and 
other officers under him as we may 
find necessary. 
W e should be express­ 
ly permitted to employ the best engi­ 
neers iii the country as consulting 
engineers. 
I accompany this paper with a m ap 
showing substantially what the canal 
will he like when it is finished. W hen 
the Culebra cut lias been m ade and 
tho dams built (if they are built us at 
present proposed) th e re will then be 
a t both the Pacific and Atlantic ends
